Sun Fo with Americans 


Nanking, July 19. 

Ata State Council meeting this 
morning, Mr, Sun Fo, president, of 
the China National Aviation ‘Cor. 
poration, submitted for its approval 
& proposed contvact with the AX 
tion Exploration Ine, of America 
for a Joan of not more than $1,000, 
000. The contract which had been 
signed on July 16 by Mx. Sun Fo, 
on behalf of “the China _ National 
Aviation Corporation, and 
George Sellett, Attorney-in-Fact of 
the American firm, was approved by 
the State Council to-day. 

‘The American company agvees to 
advance to the China National 
Aviation Corporation a sum of not 
more than $1,000,000 for the pur- 
chase and improvement of land 
which will be used for airports and 
intermediate landing fields on_the 
proposed Shanghai-Hankow, Nan- 
King-Peking and Hankow-Canton 
air mail lines. The money is to be 
refunded to the American firm by 
the Chinese corporation on or be- 
fore January 1, 1988, beating an 
annual interest of “6 per cent. 

According to the contract signed 
between the two parties on April 
27, the construction of adequate air- 
povts and intermediate landing 
fields should be completed with 
six months from the date of the 
conclusion of the above contract, 
It is now mutually agreed, however, 
that air mail service on ‘the Nan- 
king-Peking and Hankow-Canton:

Even dye 
the-wool Conservatives ac- 
ppt the new crder with equani- 
mity if not with enthusiasm, 
The truth is the things the ni 
tion wants are quite independent 
of parties. First of all it wants 
Peace, Not only peace in the 
jense that wo shall not be 
rawn into angther European 
struggle, but the cessation of 
anxiety ‘regarding international 
complications that might, pos- 
sibly, have a disturbing effect 
om our national life, Next, it 
wants the unemployment bogey 
laid for gocd and all. Mr. Mac- 
Donald is pledged to ‘use his 
best endeavours to accomplish 
these aims and the country be- 
Hieves that he will sincerely 
strive to redeem his election 
promises in these respects. This 
belief is shared by other na. 
tions, not least by America, and 
80 everyone ts content to await 
with patience the outcome of 
his activities. ‘The country, too, 
fg. tired of cynicism. ‘The army 
that came back from the front 
Was not only disillusioned; it 
was sceptical of the promises of 
Politicians and had no heart for 
altruistic enthusiasms. The fi 
talistic motto of the trenches 
“Let us eat and drink for to- 
morrow we die” was carried over 
into civilian life and, for a time, 
we had the spectacle of those 
fortunate enough to 
spending reckessly and those 
who had none accepting their 
fate with the hopeless resigna- 
tion of the doomed gladiator. 
But the miasmic atmosphere of 
the war years is passing and 
the new generation faces the 
future with a more hopeful as 
well as a more serious outlook. 
A most cheering sign of the 
passing of bitterness comes from 
the once distressful country 
of Ireland.

Many of the ministers 
went to that Assembly with a 
foreboding of what might hap- 
pen to a Protestant body in a 
city where 93 per cent. of the 
population is Catholic. To their 
Surprise they received ever; 
where a hearty welcome and. it 
was evident that their presence 
was heartily appreciated. The 
Dail gave them a genial and 
spontaneous reception and the 
Assembly, before it dissolved, 
Passed, unanimously, a resolu- 
tion of thanks to the Speaker, 
the officials and the members of 
the Irish parliament for the 
kindness and courtesy with 
which they had been treated. 
When the Ulster lion lies down, 
with the Connaught lamb then, 
indeed, a new and better era 
opens for the Irish nation, Some: 
days after the Assembly had 
dissolved, Dublin celebrated thi 
centenary of Catholic Emane! 
pation. The arrangements were 
on the most elaborate scale, 
High Mass was celebrated in 
Phoenix Park and the procession 
that preceded the ceremony num- 
dered nearly 200,000 persons. 
‘There was abounding enthusiasm. 
but no bitterne: 

The penal laws which” were 
put in force against Catholics 
from the days of Charles II un- 
til 1829 were certainly a di 
grace to any nation. it is true 
they pressed hardly on Presby- 
terians and Quakers as well as 
on those of the Catholic faith. 
True, too, that those laws were 
largely modelled on the decrees 
issued by Louis XIV in France 
against the Hugenots. But the 
sting of the enactment lay in 
this, that it was imposed by Pro- 
testant Britain upon Catholic 
Ireland. Daniel O'Connell, more 
than any other man, was instru- 
mental in gaining the repeal of 
the obnoxious !aws, He won the 
fight, too, without shedding a 
drop of blood, which proves him 
to have been as wise as he was 
patriotic, justly won the 
title of “Liberator” and his 
statue faces O'Connell Bridge 
which spans the Liffey and 
unites the northern and south- 
ern halves of the city. These 
things have taken place in Ire- 
land. Ireland of Sinn Fein and 
of the Black and Tans. It sure- 
ly betokens the dawn of a bet- 
ter day and may even foresha:

issues. How it can be reconcil- 
ed with the case of the C.ER. 
we frankly fail to see. The 
seizure of the railway may or 
may not have been forced upon 
China asa matter of self-pro- 
tection. But it certainly cannot 
be described’ as proper diplo- 
matic procedure according to 
established principles of inter- 
national law. 

General Chiang Kai-shek's call 
to the army to “rise against Red 
Imperialism and uphold the 
sovereign rights of China” is 
of interest partly as indicating 
‘the intransigeant temper pre- 
vailing in Nanking, partly for 
its concluding appeal to the 
Kuominchun, Many rumours 
have reached us as to General 
Feng Yu-hsiang’s attitude. We 
do not publish thom, for one 
reason because they are quite 
beyond verification, for another 
because Chinese political parties 
have a remarkable habit of 
up their ranks on for- 
sues. And our news 
columns show how all the usual 
machinery—resolutions by Kuo- 
mintang branches, protests by 
committees which profess to 
speak for mercantile bodies—is 
being set in motion to rouse 
Dublic temper against Russi 
once agaivst Great Britain and 
Japan. In this connection the 
statement by Mr. Sun Fo is 
specially noticeable. Russia 
mast fight or get some one to 
for her, he says in 
if she fights, she is likely 
to have a revolution at home, 
and in any ease China is quite 
ready to meet her. This may 
not be the best opinion in Nan- 
king but it is undoubtedly re- 
resentative of one section and 
has to be taken into account in 
estimating the chances of suc- 
‘cess of the United States’ offer 
of mediation, 


It we try to look at things 
from Russia’s point of view, the 
facts appear briefly as follows: 
She has lost the railway, and 
without it Vladivostok’s future 
is seriously, if not utterly, im- 
Paired; she has lost prestige 
and, if she sits down under the 
treatment received from China, 
her Government's: reputation at 
home is gone. Finally, there is 
the White guards story, which 
has evidently caused a tremend- 

sation in Russia. This 
is tit for tat. China avers that 
the GE.R. has been used for 
Red propaganda; Russia retorts 
that China has been secretly 
instigating Simionoff and White 
Russian émigrés to stab her in 
the back, To the outside world 
one story is as good as the 
other. Between them lies the 
uncompromising fact of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway, which 
Russia must get back, and with 
which China, in her present 
temper, will not easily be per- 
suaded to part. This is a pro- 
blem to tax all the resources of 
Washington's _persuasiveness. 
‘The one bright spot in the out- 
look is that mediation has been 
offered, and that in a manner 
by which both China and Russia 
can hardly fail to be impressed. 













































THE RUSSIANS IN CHINA 


July 22. 

Some anxiety has been caused 
in the Russian community of 
Shanghai by the report that So- 
viet newspapers are particularly 
incensed at the story that China 
is intriguing with Ataman Simi- 
onoff to raise a corps of White 
Russian émigrés against the 
Soviet. ‘The report from Mos- 
cow is characteristically em- 
broidered. Ataman Simionoff, xe 
are told, instigated the raid upon 
the Russian Consulate in Har- 
bin, having previously “planted” 
there forged documents for the 
Chinese police to find. It is an 
interesting example of Bolshevik 
ingenuity in inventing a counte- 
jattach to the charge of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway being’ 
jused for Communist propaganda. 





‘Simionoff has been the centre of 


many picturesque stories in the 
past eleven years, since his un- 
doubtedly dashing organization 
of a Mongol-Buriat force for the 
defence of Chita, which was 
afterwards taken ‘over by Ad- 
miral Koltchak. Perhaps it may 
be said that he is the sort of 
Person round whom legend easi- 
ly gathers, and such people can 
always find a few adventurous 
associates, nobody being in 
ed to take them too seriously. 
But between the Ataman and 
the overwhelming majority of 
Russians in China,there is no- 
thing in common. 

With such a crisis arisen be- 
tween their native country and 
that of their adoption, the Ru: 
sians in China, of whom, exclud- 
ing those in’ the Manchurian 
railway zone, there are perhaps 
16,000, nearly two-thirds of them 
in Shanghai alone, cannot but 
feel that their position is a 
delicate one, No man of normal 
nature can see his native land 
on the verge of war, without 
some momentary natural feeling 
for her, But this emotion is 
quigkly’ submerged by the 
thought that those who are in- 
volved in the quarrel are the 
same who are the cause of 30 
many thousands 
being driven abroad into exile, 
It is safe to say that throughout, 
the Russian community of 
Shanghai the-only desire is to 
live in peace and loyalty with 
the Chinese who have given 
them shelter. Towards the So- 
viet they can have nothing but 
abhorrence. Between China and 
the Russians within her borders 
relationships ere good, as wit- 
ness the case of the Dalbank 
which, since it was reopened 
last year under the supervision 
of 4 Chinese Committee, has 
come to be allowed to manage 
its own affairs with confidence 
on both sides. Furthermore, 
one may once more recall the 
admirable behaviour of Russians 
in China during the past ten 
years. With all the privations 
they have had to endure, with 
all the temptations to which 
they must have been exposed, 
how infinitesimal is their record 
of misdemeanours, how few acts 
of crime can be laid to their 
charge, They have gone quietly 
to work to make themselves a 
home in China with a constancy 
worthy of high praise, and their 
attitude to this country in the 
present crisis is what it should 
be to their home, 















































NATIONALIZATION OR 
RATIONALIZATION? 


Suly 23. 
While nationalization of in- 
dustry is the watchword of at 
least a strong section of the 
British Labour Party, the con- 
ference between the eight em- 
Ployers' organizations and the 
Trade Union Council recom- 
mended among other things 
“Rationalization of industry to 
be introduced gradually and in 
co-operation with the trade 
unions.” One naturally asks, 
“What is meant by ratfonaliza- 
tion?” We have the term di 
fined for us by Mr. Oliver 
Sheldon, a well known writer on 
industrial matters, 
“Rationalization,” he says, “ 
Process of associating together in- 
dividual undertakings or groups of 
firms in a close form of amalgema- 
tion, and, ‘ultimately, of unifying, 
Sn some practicable degree ‘of com 
bination,” whole industries both 
nationally and internationally; 
the allied objects (beyond. what. is 
pomible to an industry divided into 
many competitive units) of inereas- 
ing “eficieney, lowering costs, im- 
Proving conditions of labour,” pro- 
‘moting industrial co-operation and 
reducing the wastes of competition, 
these objects being "achieved by 
Various means which unifeation 
alone makes in full measure avail- 
able—the regulation of the  pro- 
duction of an industry to balance 
the consumption of its products; 
‘the control of forees, the logical 
allccation of work to. individual: 



































factories; the stabilization of om- 
ployment and regularization of 
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wages; the. standardization of 
materials, ‘methods and products; 
the simplification of the ranges of 
‘goods produced; the economical or- 
Eanization of” distribution; the 
‘adoption of scientific methods and 
knowledge in the management and 
technique of trades as a whole; and 
the planning and pursuit of com- 
mon ‘trade poli 
In a word, rationalization is not 
combination, nor is it scientific 
‘manayement; it is rather a form 
the one with the object of the 
fullest extension of the other. 
‘One thing is clear, namely, 
that the dominant economic unit 
of the future is to be larger and 
ider in scope than those to 
which we are only now becom- 
ing accustomed. Now the great 
problems of ‘increased man- 
agerial and directorial skill must 
necessitate a fuller co-operation 
with labour. ‘This will especial- 
ly be the case during the period 
of adjustment in employment 
which must occur if there is to 
be this unification of industry 
which the economic situation 
demands. Mr, Sheldon broaches 
4 new idea when he says that 
it may even be necessary to have 
the edasumers represented on 
the councils of industry. Here, 
then, we have the objects of 
rationalization, as an attempt to 
grapple with ‘the problems of 
trade and industry as presented 
by the changing political and 
economic situations of the 
civilized world, but under the 
control of private management 
and initiative, ~~ 
On the other side, the doctrine 
of nationalization and state man- 
agement, In theory it sounds 
attractive: the business is “run 
| for the benefit of the people and 
the profits, if any, are used for 
the benefit of the State as a 
whole. But things do not always 
work out in practice as it would 
appear they ought to in theory. 
Australia has probably tried 
more schemes of nationalization 
than any othey country: in the 
world with the exception of Rus- 
ja (if that nation’s. futile at- 
tempts to bolster up State trad- 
ing concerns can be termed 
nationalization). In most cases, 
| the results of these experiments 
on the southern continent have 
been that the industries in ques- 
tion have been managed by a 
bureaucratic body, to. which 
parliament has delegated prac- 
tically absolute power, the pr 
fits have generally been non- 
existant and the State treasury 
has had to make good the losse: 
in some cases, very conside: 
able, while the only people to 
gain’ any benefit have been 
those employed in these parti 
cular concerns, since they have 
gone on strike for higher wages 
at every possible opportunity. 
It is, in fact, very questionable 
whether, if nationalization were 
‘ed ona large scale, the work- 
ers would enjoy the ' change. 
They would find in the first in- 
stance that they were not con- 
trolled by the State government, 
but by a bureaucracy, which has 
less soul than a limited com- 
pany and much less imagination. 
Again, if a workman is en- 
gaged in some particular trade 
carried on by private enter 
prise, he is at liberty to change 
his employers, if he is not satis- 
fied; under ‘state control, he 
would not be able to do ‘this. 
To all intents and purposes he 
| would become a serf of wha 
ever body to which the State 
had delegated its authority. 
Under rationalization, there 
would be co-operation ‘between 
employers and employees. Un- 
der nationalization, there would 
be little prospect of this. 
Bureaucracy abhors co-operation 
of any sort. Political influence 
would count for more than 
efficiency and industries would 
be in danger of becoming mere 
Pawns in the game of politics.

CHINA'S PEACE MOVE 
July 24. 

If, as Nanking maintains, 
there has been no change of 
policy, there has certainly been 
a change of tone. On which 
indeed the National Government 
is to be congratulated. When 
‘Russia broke off all relationships 
with China, we said that “no 
Government need fear loss of 
face by holding back from 
hostilities; rather will it gain 
honour and renown for reason- 
ableness and humanity.” Until 
last Sunday night both China 
and Russia were in that distinet- 
ly dangerous frame of mind in 
which each disputant loudly 
asserts that it will not fight 
unless attacked, while troops 
gather along the frontier and 
one accidental shot may fire the 
whole train, Now the Chinese 
Government seems to have gone 
even further than a purely de- 
fensive position, saying that 
“should the Moscow Government 
deliberately violate the Kellogg 
Pact” it will place the matter 
in the hands of the League of 
Nations “for investigation and 
settlement.” And Chinese Minis- 
ters abroad are being instructed 
to inform the Powers of China's 
readiness to submit the matter 
to the League and to the signa- 
tories of the Kellogg Pact. 


It is probable that Nanking 
has been disagreeably impressed 
by the adverse criticism which 
her seizure of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway has excited, Her 
best friends have not been able 
to pass that over. We have al- 
ways emphasized that she had 
a strong case against Russia, 
‘The terms of the 1924 agreement. 
have been almost openly flouted 
by the Russian railway manage- 
ment; Outer Mongolia has virtu- 
ally been torn from China by 
Bolshevik infiltration; ‘and al- 
though people are inclined to 
bea little sceptical of the value 
of photographs of secret docu- 
ments, there is certainly no un- 
Likelihood in the charge of Com- 
munist propaganda in China set 
‘on by Moscow. In 1926 Russia 
thought that she had China in 
the hollow of her hand; in 1927 
he Jost it; and we may be sure 
she will spare no effort to re- 
gain her grip. But to seize the 
railway was a serious blunder. 
It aroused apprehensions all over 
the world on a vital point of 
principle, namely, the sanctity of 
international agreements, these 
feelings being naturally deepen- 
ed by the ill-advised declarations 
attributed to some of China’s 
Jeaders that they would abolish 
extraterritoriality next year 
whether the Powers agreed or 
not, In a word, having had an 
excellent ease, China went far 
to put herself in the wrong. 
The important point to-day is 
that she has recognized — this 
fact. This is a new thing in 
Chinese diplomacy, which is a 
welcome augury for the future. 

But there remains the awk- 
ward fact that the railway is 
still in Chinese hands, and this, 
it seems clear, Russia is not 
prepared to overlook, The Tass 
Agency message to-day saying 
that the Soviet has rejected the 
French offer of mediation on the 
ground of China’s not having 
restored the railway, is un- 
doubtedly official, ‘The Soviet's 
ultimatum of July 18 stipulated 
that the arrested Russians must 
be released and the railway 
given back betore she would 
enter into any negotiations. ‘To 
this there has been no answer, 
unless one is given in the second 
note which Nanking is under- 
stood to be preparing. Russia’s 
unspoken reply to offers of 
‘aediation by the Powers is pos- 
sibly something to this effect: 
“You have always shown’ exeep- 
tional favour towards China, 
white practically all of you con- 
tinue to treat mie as a pariah. 
Now she has committed an un- 
doubtedly illegal act, which 
really disturbs you very much 






































when you think of its possible 
reactions on your own affairs. 
However, you don’t relish the| 
prospect of giving me any en- 
couragement and as you can’t 
see where. this business is likely’ 
to end, you propose mediation, 
with, as I see it, all the scales. 
weighted in China's favour.” I 
don’t propose to help you to get 
her out of a mess at my "ex: 
pense.” This, of course, is pure 
speculation, “The ominous fact: 
is Russia’s silence, where ev 
body else has something to 

‘The only apparent solution is 
that the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way should temporarily be hand- 
ed over to the control of an’ 
international commission, THat, 
we may be fairly sure, is the 
first step which any group of 
Powers would require, on séri- 
ously undertaking the task of 
mediation. This enterprise 
much complicated by the fact 
that the League of Ni 
ruled out, through Rui 
being member; while the 
United States, which appéars 
anxious to act as peacemaker, is 
decidedly persona non grata with 
Russia whom she has never re- 
cognized. But the Kellogg Pact 
could be invoked and it should 
not be impossible to appoint 
under it a board of arbitrators 
acceptable to both sides. Only. 
the railway would first haye to 
be placed in neutral hands; and 
since China has gone so far:in 
declaring her readiness to sub- 
mit to arbitration, she has every- 
thing to gain by taking the fur- 
ther step of surrendering the| 
CER, to neutral charge, pen: 
ing the final decision. She 
would incaleulably strengthen 
her position in the eyes of the 
world by so doing. 





























SAFETY AT SEA 

: duly 2% 

Shipping men the world over 
are keenly interested in the out- 
come of the International Con- 
ference-on Safety of Life at Si 
which met in London from early 
in April till the first week of 
June this year, and included re- 
presentatives of no fewer than 
eighteen nations. From a ship- 
ping point of view, the field 
covered by the conference h 
been immense, and has taken in 
every conceivable matter that 
might even remotely reduce the 
incidence and the tragedy of 
those shipping disasters the 
danger of which, it seems, no- 
thing that mankind can do will 
ever wholly eliminate. At the 
time the last mail to be receiv- 
ed here left London (July 3), 
the official report of the confei 
ence had not been released, 
though it had been promised the 
public by June 80; but sufficient 
is known unofficially, though 
none the’ less authentically, to 
make it certain that while there 
will be nothing of a revolution- 
ary character, every phase of a 
vast subject has been tackled in 
an eminently practical fashion, 
due regard having obviously 
been paid to the economic, a8 
well as the humanitarian, as- 
pects of the questions involved. 
‘The telegrams which we publish- 
ed yesterday regarding the won- 
derful performance of the Nord- 
deutscher Lloyd str. Bremen, in 
wresting the Blue Riband of the 
Atlantic from the famous Cun- 
arder Mauretania after the hon- 
our had been Britain's for over 
two decades, is simply an ind 
tion of the tremendous strides 
that are being made in the art of 
shipbuilding. .As construction 
methods and materials increase 
in effectiveness, so do size, speed 
and the general increase in 
shipping add to a hazard that 
constitutes a never-ending bat- 
tle between the forces of nature 
and the efforts of Man. The 
conference which has just been 
concluded may be considered, as 
one of the necessary and inevit- 
able efforts of Man, in sending 






































his ships to sea, to reduce dan- 
ger to a minimum and to strive 







for what is really the unattain. 
able—perfect safety. 


‘This year’s conference is the 
legitimate successor of a simi- 
lar conference which met in 
London in 1918-14. The first 
conference adopted a number of 
conventions which, owing to the 
war and for various other rea- 
sons, were never universally put 
into effect by the nations thar 
were parties to the convention. 
‘The difference in the two con- 
ferences is that the later one has 
been even more comprehensive 
than its predecessor, for every 
conceivable thing to do with 
safety at sea has’ been dealt 
with thoroughly, and by the 
world’s greatest’ experts in the 
subjects concerned. To touch 
upon all of the matters upor 
which agreement has been reach- 
ed would be impossible in. a 
short article; and indeed, in re- 
major subjects 
greement has 
been reached, it is only possible 
to refer very briefly. These 
five subjects are ship construc- 
tion, life-saving appliances, wire- 
less telegraphy, safety of navi 
ration, and safety certificate: 
any one of which can be almost. 
boundless in its possible scope. 




















For instance, the problem of 
ship construction, whjch has 
been tackled in the mfost thor- 


‘ough manner, involved a number 
of questions vastly important in 
themselves, such as the number 
and spacing of bulkheads; limit- 
ing opening of bulkheads, in the 
sides and decks of ships and ap- 
pliances for the closing of all 
such openings: piping srrang 
ments; the fitting of bulkheads 
designed to prevent the spread 
of fire; determining particulars 
of stability (a matter which has 
called for attention for many 
years); inspection of ves 
their machinery, ete. The r 
quirements of this aspect of the 
conference’s labours deal only 
with structural matter 

they constitute, perhaps, 
greatest factor for safety of all 
for at best the life-boats, the 
rafts, the life-belts, and all other 
appliances and devices of this 
character on board ship are the 
last resorts. ‘The ship itself 
must be the main basis of reli- 
ind it is good news that 
subject, as in all others 
it dealt with, the conference ha 
set a high standard for the fu- 
ture shipping of all nations. 
‘Then there has been universal 
reement in a regulation which 
shall provide for boats for all 
and in addition buoyant appara- 
tus for the persons on board. 
‘The subject has been dealt with 
in detail, and whether it con- 
cerns the getting the boats into 
the water, the placing of davits 
and boats in order to minimize 
concentration and reduce risk in 
case of fire, or anything else of 
a Kindred nature, nothing rele- 
vant has been left untouched. 
And so it is with all the other 
pects of an immense problem. 
Among them may be mentioned 
the agreement regarding pro- 
vision for a minimum number of 
certified life-boat-men ; the struc- 
ture, capacity, equipment and 
buoyancy of the life-boats; the 
provision of wireless telegraphy 
and a searchlight on motor life- 
boats; life-jackets for all includ- 
ing some specially suitable for 
children; muster drill for crew 
and passengers; the non-car- 
riage of dangerous goods on 
passenger ships; fire-fighting 
equipment; line-thrawing ap- 
paratus for establishing physical 
contact with the shore or another 
ship; more stringent wireless 
telegraphy requirements, both 
as regards personnel and equip- 
ment—and s0 on with a seem- 
ingly almost interminable se- 
quence of matters to do with 
safety at sea of which the 1 
man has probably never even 
heard, yet which concern him 
deeply, in that they affect the 
safety of his life if he be a 
potential traveller by sea, 



























































It is an unequal contest, this 
between man and the sea’ 
with all hfs efforts and 
ments, man can only realize that 
the sea is unconquerable and 
‘that whatever devices he may 
bring into’ play, and however 
secure he may feel that he has 
overcome the element of nature 
which has been productive of 
more hardship," more daring, 
more heroism than anything else 
in history, the sea will continue 
to take its toll and be merciless. 
ly victorious. But the struggle 
is becoming less unequal, and 
the accomplishments of the 
marine engineer and the scien- 
tist have worked wonders in 
minimizing the danger a ship 
has to encounter at sea, In the 
past, a lot of harm has occa- 
sionally resulted from the fact 
that in important shipping mat- 
ters nations were not always 
in agreement, From what we 
know already the international 
conference in London has pro- 
duced a more widespread degres 
of general agreement than has 
ever been the case at a gather- 
ing of its kind before; and if, 
as it is hoped will be the cas 
all of the eighteen nations con- 
cerned eventually ratify the con- 
ventions that have been entered 
into, much will have been ac- 
complished towards the common 
end of safety of life at sea, and 
the conservation of the greatest 
of all assets—human life. 


























TIGHT MONEY 
AMERICA 
July 26. 
‘The most surprising thing 
about money is that it is not 
‘always most fluid where it is 
‘most plentiful, While it is true 
that. money is most plentiful in 
the United States, interest rates 
have become exceptionally high. 
Call mohey has jumped to as 
high as 20 per cent. and it 
fluctuates between seven and 
ten per cent, even on the best 
days, New York investors are 
even becoming accustomed to 
high rates of interest for their 
money, in spite of the fact that 
business conditions do not war- 
rant such a tightness in the 
money market. The effect of 
high interest rates in the United 
States has been that the loose 
money of other countries hi 
tended to flow to the New York 
market, But this 
did not bring th 
below six per cent, because in- 
creased liquid money only 
brought about increased specula- 
tion and a further straining of 
credit, To meet the situation, 
England, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Poland, Austria, Hungary and 
Germany raised their rediscount 
rates, No one knows how much 
Chinese money has been shipped 
to New York to take advantage 
of high rates, but this movement 
could not have been serious, for 
higher rates obtain here on fai 
ly good security. 


To the United States, the 
effect of tight money is just be- 
coming increasingly serious, b 
cause American exports ha 
beon increasing tremendously, 
not only in agricultural products 
but in manufactured commodi- 
ties. In 1928, these exports 
amounted to $5,030,000,000, the 
highest since 1920, when the 
peak was reached in post-war 
high prices and when European 
countries had not yet been fully 
restored to a peace basis. The 
American banks must, finan: 
‘ese exports. But the European 
countries have to p: 
to the United States in amortiza- 
tion of loans that they cannot 
afford to purchase American 
‘goods unless they can send some 
other commodity to the United 
States to strike a balance, The 
United States receives approxi- 
mately $200,000,000 annually in 
the interest rates and amortiza- 
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tion of war debts and appro- 
ximately $800,000,000 in interest 
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on investments abroad «@ 
proximately *$15,600,000,000. “Tn 
the ordinary course, the debtor 
nations would send goods to the 
United States in the, hope of 
striking a balance but the United 
States resists the importation of 
raw materials and manufactured 
goods by a high protective tariff. 
The only possible way that 
Europe could handle this pro-* 
blom was to sell its securities on 
the American market—that is, 
state and municipal bonds, in- 
dustrial bonds and shares, ete. 
were placed on the New ‘York 
market and the money so obtain- 
ed was brought back to Europe 
for the development of trade and 
industry there. The tourist 
traffic, particularly for France, 
and emigrant remittances, par: 
ticularly for Italy, played an 
important part in bringing 
money back to Europe. But the 
large factor was the sale of 
European securities in the 
American market, which have 
amounted, during’ the past five 
or six years, to about §1,- 
{500,000,000 a year, ‘This money 
not only provided Europe with 
additional fluid capital but it 
Supported the American exports 
abroa 
Now, however, that the curl- 
ously free credit system of the 
United States has reached its 
peak and that money, no matt 
how plentiful, has ceased to be 
altogether fluid, the bond market 
in New York has pfactically 
been killed. Foreign securities 
will find ‘fewer buyers than 
heretofore and it will become 
increasingly difficult to export 
American capital abroad, except 
fat interest rates which’ cannot 
be acceptable even to the most 
abject borrowers. The result is, 
‘that as the autumn approaches 
there is le 
Europe to meet 
American exports and these ex- 
ports are bound to decrease, 
‘The American Federal 
erve Bank realized ‘this I 
ago and almost _ immed 
after Mr. Hoover's inauguration, 
it tightened the call money and 
time money rates, but it was 
unable fo break the tendency to 
fe. ‘The credit system in 
is somewhat tighter but 
it is still amgzingly loose, ac- 
cording to other standards. The 
‘question that faces the Ameri~ 
can banker is the very serious 
one: How is he to finance ex- 
ports when so much of the fluid 
capital of the world is in the 
United States and is held there 
at such high rates as to make 
the export of capital unprofit- 
able to the importer? How can 
a balance of trade be struck 
when, in addition, the United 
States maintains a high protec- 
tive tariff, which is almost 
equivalent 'to a boycott of the 
goods of its debtors? How are 
other countries to find the money 
to pay their debts and to strik 
a balance? It is a fascin 
le problem, 
as yet, no solution.

A Night Train Journey

With Rebellion Suppressed, Dis-

From Ovr Own ContesPonDest 
Canton, July 13. 

Caught in between the army of 
Kom Hon-ting the field commander 
fof the troops of Gen, Chu Pui-teh, 
‘the Kinngsi warlord, and a Kuang- 
tung expeditionary force, the 1 
‘ers of the remaining 7,000 soldiers

tang, have announced ‘their willing- 
ness’ to surrender unconditionally. 
On Jone It the Eighth Route Com- 
mander, Gen, Chen Chi-tang, 
dictated to his secretary an accept- 
ance of his enemy's offer and, 
unless there be treachery, in a few 
days more the last of the rebel 
Forces will havo. been disposed of 
‘The 7,000 who arc to give up thelr 
arms" have fled into southern 
Kiangsi, and are now in the Sun- 
fung district, AN need for the 
retention of the Eighth Route 
Commander's Heaguarters has 
‘now passed away, and Nanking has 
decreed that this office shall be 
closed immediately. In its place 
there will be the headquarters of 
the Military Disbandment Direc- 
tor for the Province of Kuangtung, 
and from now on Gen, Chen Chi- 
tang will be free to give his 
undivided attention to the curtail. 
ment of military expenditure, and 
to the weeding out of the less 
capable men in the ranks, $0 that 
tho Kuangtung divisions ‘may be 
redueed in size without lessening 
their officioney.

KUANGTUNG’S DRIVE 
AGAINST BANDITS 





Mountain Fortress Stormed: 
‘Communists Cornered 








Frost Our OWN ConnesroxvEst 
Canton, July 9. 

‘The equipment of the expedition- 
ary forces which started out to free 
the provinee ‘of Kuangtung from 
the grasp of the outlaws who have 
over-ran many counties since the 
outbreak of hostilities with Kuangsi 
has taken time. Even the working 
out of a general plan of action has 
taken days, and, while there have 
been sporadic movements designed 
to crush the vandal hordes, the real 
drive has just got under way. "On 
uly 6, there were brushes between 
government troops and bands of 
brigands in two northern regions. 
‘A robber stronghold near the town 
of -Yingtak, on the Canton-Shiu- 
kuan Railway, was taken by storm, 
the soldiers moving forward up the 
sides of Wat Shui mountain and 
firing from behind boulders at an 
invisible enemy, finally reaching 
the crest of the mountain, the 
main fortress ofthe largest of 
all the northern Kuangtung bands. 
With this stronghold in their pos- 


| session, the troops spread out over 


the entire county of Yingtak, and 
are searching through every’ inch 
‘of the wild mountainous land, so 
that, before the drive has been 
concluded, the outlaws simply must 
come out’ into the open and either 
‘submit to capture or be mown down 
by rifle-ire. 

‘A second expeditionary force, in 
the extreme northeastern section of 
the province, came up with a force 
of Communists on the same day. 
‘The enemy were quickly expelled 
from this area, but, since the policy 
of the Red Army is never to make 
8 stand, but to flee when a foc of 
any considerable strength approa- 
ches, it was impossible to deal even 
a damaging blow. The attack on 
these Reds, too, was only incidental 
to the main purpose of the expedi- 
ton. A part of Gen. Hsu King- 
tong’s rebel army had struck across 
country from Swatow and had been 
seeking an outlet either into Wunan 

iangsi, nnd General Headquar- 
tors is intent on foiling this adver- 
sary, bottling him“up in the north- 
eastern corner of Kuangtung, and 
there putting the finishing touches 
to the work of exterminating  the| 
rebels. Kom Hon-ting, of Gen. Chu 
Pui-tak’s army, has wired from. 
Nanchang, volunteering to send a 
force of sufficient strength to pre- 
vent the egress of Gen, Hsu's sold- 
fers from Kuangtung into Kiangsi. 
Tt begins to look as if no avenue 
of escape is left to these ex-soldiers, 
and that it is only a matter of a 
few days before they must make 
their final stand.

TO REOPEN 





‘An Agreement on Policy: Ex- 
tensive Reorganization 


A Year ago, Hangchow Christian 
College was closed, due to problems 
of registration, These have now 
been solved and unanimity of| 
opinion in policy has been secured 
with the original founders, or 


trustees, and the College board. In 
the solution of the difficulty, | the 


alumni have taken a most active 
‘and loyal part. 

‘Mr. King Cho, formerly Com- 
missioner of Education for Greater 
Shanghai and now in the National 
Ministry of Edueation in Nanking, 
has accepted the Presidency of the 
College. He is well known in 
China for his literary work and 
administrative experience and he 
has an M. A. degree from Columbia 
University in Education, Mr. Be-en 
E, Lee, who was for long associat- 
‘ed with the Commercial Press in 
literary work and is one of the 
alumni of the College, has accepted 
the pasition of Vice-President. Mr. 
Lee has an M.A. degree from 
Columbia in Business Administra 
tion. Mr. S. G. Wang, Principal of 
the Kashing High School, will give 
part time during this coming year 
as Dean of the College, Many of 
the best men in the former faculty 
membership have accepted an 
invitation to return to Hangehow 
College. 

Reorganization Work 

In order the better to re-organize 
its work, Hangchow College. will 
begin this autumn with a Senior 
High School and a Junior College. 
In addition to the general work 
in the high School, special courses 
will be added in " commerce and 
practical construction. In connec- 
tion with Arts, special emphasis 
will be put upon the study of| 
Chinese and English literature, 
with a view to producing literary 
workers. Hangchow in the past has 
been famous for its literary men 
‘and has an atmosphere conducive 
to literary work. In the Sciences, 
in addition to chemistry ani 
physics, special emphasis will -be 






































given to biology, since the im- 
jedinte environs of the College 
fare unexcellod by any college in 
China for study and research, 
Courses in practical construction 
wil also be offered, in view of the 


fact that the Province of Chékiang 
is most progressive in its opening 
up of now motor roads, railways, 
and other construction projects. 

Although the permission of the 
Ministry of Education has only just 
been given and there has not been 
any _advertis 
Papers, over a hundred applicants 
have already filed for entrance in 
the College. ‘The Alumni have 
rallied as never before and ha 
organized a campaign for raising 
the funds required for a library 
building. 

During the past year many con- 
ferences have been held on the 
College site and the visiting guests 
have been unanimous in their’ 
praise ‘of the beauty of the loca: 
tion. Great improvements have 
been made in afforestation, garden- 
ing, and“ landscape effects. The 
swimming pool, just below the 
gymnasium and at the inner end of 
the studium, also at the confluence 
of three valleys, is one of the most 
attractive outdoor features of the 
place. The two reservoirs contain 
the purest spring water and supply 
all the buildings. Tho combination 
of hills and valleys, river and sea, 
stream and waterfall, together with 
extensive areas of beautiful trees, 
‘combine to make Hangchow College 
‘a unique and natural eentre for 
fdeal student life, 
tioned the government for protec- 
tion, for it had come to such a pass.

On the return of the foreigner he 
told his staff that he would not give 
any answer to any representative of 
the Stamp Tax Bureau who did not 
ring an official copy of the regula 
tions, This fact was communicated 
to the men on their second visit, and 
Jn due course they ealled to see the 
foreigner. He told them that hy 
could not give them any answer 
whatever to thelr demand unless he 
knew what that demand was. ‘They 
replied that they could not give hint 
‘ copy of the regulations till he had 
undertaken to observe them! That 
brought the conversation to an end, 
for the foreigner naturally held that 
he would not say what he would do 
about the tax unless he was given a 
certified copy of the regulations and 
‘also sufficient time in which to con- 
sult his Consul, But imagine 
demand would be made that for 
a tax be paid, for of course when 
the stamps are bought the tax has 
Deen paid, ax a condition of know- 
ing the regulations governing, the 
imposition of the tax!

ational Famine Relief Commission 
from. its committee in Sienfa, 
Shensi. “The lack of seed grain, 
and the staggering prices ‘of. much 
small quantities, as are availabe, 
however, are making it dificult for 
the farmers to get seed to plant. 
‘The same message, for example, 
‘Said that corm was $50 per tox, or 


the present abnormally high price 
of $88 8 ton in Peking. Cash for 
relief through making seed grain 
purchases possible has been sent 
by the CLFRC. 

While this rain at Sianfu im: 
proves the préspects, it does not 
yet guarantee autumn crops, as 
further rains during the growing 
season will be necessary if the 
seed which is planted is to grow 
and ripen. Nor does the message 
tell how large an aren has had 
rain, 

‘Small rains in other famine 
areas also have been reported, 
‘though not enough to make plant 
ing for autumn crops possible as 
yet. Suiyuan has had small local 
‘showers in some of the districts 
around Saratsi, Local showers 
also have fallen in some of the 
hhsien in western Shantung. One 
third of this area, however, has 
hhad no rain whatever for several 
‘months and no crops at all are in 
ight. Even where autumn crops 
have got a small start, grasshop- 
pers have come with’ particular 
destructiveness. Dr. F. F, Tucker, 
who has just completed a tour 
through this region, reports “grave 
fears of worse conditions.” 























NEW HOT WEATHER 
TROUBLE 


‘Hankow Mob Wrecks Open Air 
‘Theatre

Hankow, July 19. 

Hankow is enjoying a spell of 
hot weather. THermometers 
offices are registering from 93 to 
99 degrees and the heat is accom- 
panied by a series of dust-storms 
Which make life very unpleasant. 
Cinemas and theatres are mov 
‘out of doors. Among them is a 
Chinese theatre which has opened 
‘@ garden beyond the Two-Tunnel 
Gate. and provided seats and 
stands for about 600 spectators. 
‘Adjoining this garden are a large

of rushing the gates and securing 
free seats in the theatre. Some 
have justified this on the ground 
that open-air theatres are always 
free in China.

‘neighbours for help and soon a 
mob stormed the fences and com- 
meneed to work havoc. Teapots 
and cups were smashed, forms and 
were reduced "to match- 
‘wood, and the stage was stormed.

BUBONIC PLAGUE ON 
city OF TOKYO 


Death of Chief Steward: ‘Illness 
Identified by Port Doctor 


Bubonic plague, the most deadly 
scourge of the East, has carried off 
one foreign member of the crew 
of the City Line str. City of Tokyo, 
which arrived off Woosung early 





on July 21. The ship is being 
held outside Woosung under 
quarantine. If no further cases 


‘occur she will be released from 
quarantine in 10 days time, and her 
agents, Messrs. Lacey & Cannan, 
hope to be able to unload her cargo 
fon August 1. She carries about 
1,000 tons of cargo for Shanghai. 

On arrival off Woosung the City 
of Tokyo, which is a 6,998 tons 
‘cargo vessel with a limited accom- 
modation for passengers, reported 
to the Port Health Authorities that 
there was one case of sickness on 
board. The chief steward, Mr. 
‘MeFarquhar, had been taken ill 
between Hongkong and this port, 
‘and died soon after the report was 
made, passing away at 4am, The 
port doctor examined the body and 
identifed the illness as bubonic 
plague. 

The City of Tokyo is commanded 
by Captain E. Mason, and carries 
a Malay erew. She was bound from 
Home by way of Singapore and 
tis considered that Mr. McFarquhar 
picked up the germs of the plague 
while in Singapore. The strictest 
quarantine precautions are being 
observed. 

‘The last instance of plague re- 
ported in Shanghai was in 1924, 
though there was a scare carly this 
year which subsequently proved to 
be unfounded. In 1924 there were 
four cases here, and previous to 
that there were no cases since 2915, 
‘when there was one death, In 1914 
there were 26 cases, and

Anti-Japanese Outburst Follow-

Over 200 in Shanghai: One- 
fifth Under Treatment 


Shanghai can hardly be called fred 

of lepers, according to Dr. T. Gy 
‘Wa, general secretary of the Chiness 
‘Mission to Lepers. “As a matter. of 
fact, there are more than 200 lepers 
in the city,” he told press repre~ 
sentatives, “and approximately 100 
of these have already been identified 
‘and will soon be placed under 
segregation.” 
“That leprosy is a real problem 
in Shanghai becomes apparent when 
one stops to think of the associations 
that many people unknowingly Rave 
with the victims of this dread 
disease every day,” he continued, 
“Certainly, the lepers in this city 
should all’ be segregated; but that 
takes time, If the present plans 
of the Chinese Mission to Lepers 
materialize, we shall have most of 
them under treatment. in anothor 
year. 

“Since the establis 
leper clinic on Dixwell Road three 
months ago, much has been accom 
plished, When the institution was 
first opened, we had only two lepers 
under treatment. To-day, we have 
segregated twenty and ‘according 
to recent figures from St. Luke's 
Hospital, there are twenty lepers 
receiving treatment there, making. 

a total of 40 for the whole of 
Shanghai.” 1

lishment of the leper clinic is ine 
teresting inasmuch as a disinterentod:

‘The Hsin Kong left. Shanghai on 
Joly 18 with a full cargo, and 
carrying only two first class pas- 
sengers, a Mr. Ho and'his child, but 
a-large number of steerage’ and 
‘second class passengers. Off the 
promontory, in a dense fog, she re~ 
Ported her’ position to the local 
offices of the China Merchants 8. N. 
Co, at 1 pam. when everything was 
reported safe. A few minutes later 
she must have come into contact 
with the Tatsuno Maru and was so 
badly holed that sho sank very 
quickly. 

The Tatsuno Maru is one of the 
larger N.Y.K, ships on the New 
York run. She is 6,900 gross 
tonnage, She had left Shanghai on 
July 16 for Taku, where she had 
taken cargo, and was returning to 
Kobe on her way to the United 
States when the collision occurred. 


Impossible to Save Vessel 


So far-as is known she must have 
struck the Hsin Kong almost bow 
on, for the Tatsuno.Maru was very 
slightly damaged by the impact, 
She immediately hove to and offered 

stance, while the Hsin Kong 
settled rapidly. Boats from the 
Tatsuno Maru were lowered, and the 
passengers. and crew of the Chinese 
vvesse] abandoned the ship in them 
and tho Hsin Kong's own boats, A. 
call for a salvage vessel to prevent 
the Hsin Kong’s sinking was sent 
out, but a very few minutes later it 
‘was realised that it was impossible 
to save the vessel, and another 
message cancelling this request fol- 
lowed. 

The D.K.K.S. Tientsin Maru was. 
in the vicinity at the time of the 
collision and reached tho scene ten 
minutes Inter, She lowered her 
boats to assist in the rescue, but 
they were unneeded. Several’ pas 
sengers and the crew of the Hsin 
Kong were, however, transferred to 
the Tientsin Maru and taken on to 
Dairen. 

‘The Hsin Kong was commanded 
by Captain E. 'M, Hansen, a Nor~ 
wegian, and ‘one of the| veteran 
skippers of the company. She also 
‘carried two other qualified foreign 
officers, A. J. Kalnin, chief officer, 
and 0. Tekehorskey, acting chief 
‘engineer, Mr. W. G. Took, her chief 
engineer, had to:be taken to hospital 
just before the ship left Shanghai,

‘The Hsin Kong was built in 
Shanghai by the Shanghai Dock & 
Engineering Co, in 1906, and was of 
2.146 gross tonnage. She carried 9

Rumoured Casualties 


Five sailors, five firemen, four 
stowards, 21 of the compradore's 
staff, and 19 passengers among the 
persons on board tho C.M.S. Hsin 
Kong are missing, according to 
messages received from the Tatsuno. 
Maru and from Dairen while 
five of those picked up from 
the water by tho Tatsuno Maru, 
including the No. 2 compradore and 
four passengers, have died as a 
reeult-of:theirimmersion, shock and 
exposure,

those who jumped ‘overboard just 
after the disaster -wore overlooked 
by the ‘boats which searched the 
surounding sea for survivors.

Convoy Service in Great War 

Captdin Craven was in convoy 
service during the World War, His 
was the first American ship ‘to 
operate in the Mediterranean Sea. 
Italy, France and Great Britain de- 
‘eornted him for valour and devotion. 

‘Aviation claimed the latest of 
the Craven strain in 1913, and he 
served as aide for aviation on the 
staff of the commander of Naval 
forces in France. For two years 
he was director of aviation in the 
Navy. 

Sea duty again took him to China 
in command of a squadron of 
destroyers, From 1925 to 1927, 
Captain Craven commanded the 
Maryland, super-dreadnaught which 














‘carried President-Elect Hoover to 
‘South America. 

Promoted to be rear-admiral. he 
went to Great Lakes Training 


Station, TIl,, as commandant of the 
post and commander of the Sth 
Naval District. And in May of this 
year Admiral Craven took over the 
‘command of the Yangtze Patrol. He 
relieved Capt. Kenneth Castleman, 
Chief of Staff to Admiral Mark L 
Bristol (Commander in Chief of the 
‘American Asiatic Flect) who served 
‘as Yangtze Patrol Commander since 
the departure of Admiral Yates 
Stisling. Admiral Craven has serv- 
‘ed in all parts of the world. There 
have beon (the ‘Tyuxton is now 
‘on the China station) five ships 
named after Admiral Craven's fore- 
bears—thoy are the Craven, Tingley, 
‘Troxton, MacDonough and the 
DuPont.

~ By Observer 


On July 20 the American’ tribe 
‘who have been Iurking in the wood- 
ed: fastnesses of Kiangwan, and 
worshipping strange polo gods, at 
swered the war ery of Big Chief. 
Rodger and Lone Wolf Franklin, 
and decking themselves with their 
war paint and mallet shaped im- 
plements of warfare, they hit the 
Iong trail for the isolated group of 
International settlers.

War Clouds and Exchange: Why the Threat of War Should 


Cause Higher 


‘The following review of the 
Shanghai exchange market deals 
with the week ending July 20:— 

Intensive preparations by both 
‘sides for warfare in connection with 
tho Chineso Eastern Railway 
wrangle were responsible for much 
excitement on the Shanghai ex- 
change market, ‘The latter rose| 
wapidly on receipt of rumours and 
yoports, and showed a clear inclin- 
‘ation to ease off quickly wheneve:

SILK MONOPOLY BY 
JAPANESE 


Chinese Alarmed: Big Purchases 
of Cocoons 


Reports to the effect that Japan 
ia uttempting to create a monopoly 
in the world’s silk market are being 
received by Chinese silk merchants 
with considerable consternation. 

‘The local merchants state that 
‘merchants in the interior have been 
‘exporting large quantities of cocoens 
to Japan and they claim that this 
is greatly detrimental to the Chinese 
idlustry in that there are insufficient 
‘cocoons for the requirements of the 
home filatures. Accordingly, they 
have appealed to the Minister of 
Industry, Commerce & Labour 
take prompt steps to forbid this 
practice and to deal severely with 
anybody found exporting cocoons to 
‘Japan. 

‘According to a statement made 
by the Commissioner of S 























Atfairs for Greater Shanghai, the 
Japanese have purchased large 
‘quantities of cocoons this year 


from China and the merchants of 
Kiangsu, Chékiang and Anhui are 
the greatest offenders in this res- 
pect. ‘The Commissioner points out 
that the home filatures are finding 
it most difficult to obtain cocoons 
because of the high prices which are 
being paid to merchants in the 
interior by the Japanese. As a 
result of the sale of cocoons to 
Japanese filatures, the Chinese silk 
industry is being very seriously. 
meniecd and it is quite possible 
that many Chinese silk merchants 
will be forced out of 
The Commissioner sppeal: 
interior merchants to desist selling 
their cocoons to Japan and exhorts 
them to sell these only to Chinese 
merchants.

[valuables include, in addition to the 
shroff and truck’ coolies, a Chinese 
[watchman who carries fitearms and 
fa police whistle. In this way the 
banks in question not only take pre-~ 
Jeautions to ensare that the valuables 
‘will reach their destination in safety, 
but provide, in case of attack, means 
[whereby the property ean to some 
extent be defended and an alarm 
raised, 

“The police are at all times willing 
to furnish, by arrangement, 
payment, escorts for money 
valuables in transit through the 
streets. The officers in charge of 
police districts will furnish escorts 
ft any time that an application is 
‘made to them either personally, or 
by letter, or by telephon: 

“It is hoped that the members of

{is addressed will follow the example

He was engaged in making 
investigations into the robbery from 
the Kashing branch of the Bank of 
China. 

‘Armed Abduction—On June 19, 
two Chinese school boys were 
abducted from outside No. 1981 
Avenue Road.

‘Dr. Fischer then pointed out that. 
this was not an announcement of 
‘elinquishment of rights, but an ex- 

ion that Mexico would consider 
the qu 
according to the modus vivendi was 
extraterritoriality actually given 
up? 

Further Dr. Fischer went on to 
say that gambling was not a 
heinous crime, it was a vice if one 
might choose terminology, and 
many countries licensed gambling 
houses. For instance the Kuo! 
tang Government in Canton farmed 
‘out gambling privileges to different 
persons during the past two years 
‘who paid $160,000 for the monopoly. 
per month. Gambling had been 
reintroduced by pablic referendam 

itzerland. In Italy, Mussolini, 
and all would agree that Mussoli 
‘was a statesman, counsel added, hs 
sanctioned licensed gambling at San 
Reno. 

Counsel continued that accused 
believed that they were operating 
under the laws of Mexico, which 
Permitted gambling, and urged that 
the police had not made out a 
‘case that accused were guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt. The 
object of modern law was not 80, 
much to punish an offender but to 
act as a deterrent to others to 
commit an offence. 

Dr. Fischer reserved his privilege 
of concluding after Mr. Bryan's 
address, the latter beginning by! 
saying that most of Dr. Fischer's 
argument was irrelevant, he having’ 
admitted that Garcia had made 
money from dog racing and stocks. 
and bonds—gambling. 

Mr. Bryan submitted that the 
evidence of Major Hood and Mr. 
Stewart was of great weight. Both 
hhad seen gambling on the premises 
at 151C Bubbling Well Road. He 
pointed out further that both 
accused knew that they violated the 
law, but that they were not aware 
of the penalties. He did not per- 
sonally care what punishment the 
Court inflicted, but he did not| 
believe that a fine and a suspended 
sentence was adequate. Their sen- 
tence must bo-one which would act! 
as a deterrent to potential violaters 
‘of gambling codes. Whether their 
term was a long one or a short 
fone-was immaterial to him, that| 
was a question for the Court to 
decide, ang, “the only thing I might. 
suggest to your Honour is to do 
what is right, and let your 
‘coascience be your guide.” 

Police and Dog Racing 

Counsel contended that on the 
‘evidence submitted both defendants 
‘were guilty as charged, beyond a

But it was in the Country 
Club where the raid was first 
discussed and later decided upon, 
then members were privately given 
the tip—An admirer.” 

In concluding Dr. Fischer thank- 
ed the Court for the attention which 
it had given to the case and sub- 
mitted that to a certain extent thig 
case was a test of the fitness of 
Chinese Courts to take jurisdiction 
over foreigners in China, ‘They had 
tho spectacle of an employee of 
the Municipal Couneil—the executive 
organ of the Consular Body supposed 
to uphold foreign rights—applying 
to a learned Chinese judge for the 
last nail in the coffin containing the 
corpse called _ extraterritoriality. 
He hoped that in the interests of 
justice that the Court would know 
how to use that nail and that all 
chould be present at the burial of 
the dead body. 

Both Defendants Convicted. 

In giving judgment on July 
, Judge Wu explained that 
the official judgment would 
arrive at counsel's offices with 
in the next few days. and that 
another copy would be given to the 
Chief Clerk of the Provisional Court 
where it would be kept on file in 
accordance with Chinese law, This 
official judgment was not fully 
prepared and what he would 
rend in passing judgment, he 
characterized as a skeleton judg~ 
ment bearing the essential points of 
the official judgment. On this 
skeleton judgment he asked par~ 
ticularly not to be eriticized and 
that any criticiam should be based 
fon the official judgment which would 
‘bo made public shortly. 


Judge Wu said that in arriving at 
his findings he was guided on three 
‘main points: (1) Did Gareia supply 
tho house at 151¢ Bubbling Well 
Road for gambling from August 1, 
to October 17, 1928? (2) Did. 
Garcia remain ‘in close connection 
‘with the house after October 18, 
1928, when he transferred the lease 
to del Valle? and (2) Did del Valle: 
supply the house for gambling after 
October 18 to the time of theit 
arrest? 

He would first take the case of 
del Valle who had acknowledged the 
lease of the house from October 18, 

‘and had admitted that from 
ime to the time of his arrest 
“wwheols” were running there each 
night, that they were presided over 
by bankers under his employ and 
that with each spin of the wheels 
there was a profit to the house, 

He stated that a confession alone 
was not sufficient evidence to 
warrant a conviction, but he could 
not help believing in view of the 
evidence presented by the police 
that del Valle had conducted a 
public gambling house, 

He held further that the house 
was open to the public by del Valle's 
admission that a calling card was 
sufficient to gain entry. ‘The conten- 
tion of the defences that roulette 
was not gambling under Chiness 
law because it was not named in 
the-Criminal Code’ he dismissed as 
no defence at all

(2) To Waterproof Cloth— Sa- 
turate the fabric with a strong, 
hot aqueous solution of soap, press 
out the excess of liquid, and 
transfer for several hours to a 
second bath, consisting of a strong. 
aqueous solution of sulphate or. 
acetate of alumina or acetate of, 
lead. Repeat the process if neces- 
ary, press out the excess liqui 
and dry, not too rapidly, in the air. 

(3) To Waterproof Canvas, Cloth, 
te—Dissolve, by boiling them t 
gether for twenty minutes in two 
quarts of linseed oil, one ounce red 
Jead, one ounce umber, one ounce 
resin, oF the same quantity of 
other colours, or white lead powder, 
Thin with turps. 

(4) Waterproofing Cloth—Of ths 
many processes of waterproofing 
fabries, the two best suited to 
amateur requirements are those in 
which alumina soap and resin soap 
respectively aro employed. For| 
the first, two solutions are neces- 
sary, a warm soap bath (1 Ib. to 
the gallon), and a solution, slightly 
warm, of alum (1 Ib. to the gallon). 
‘The cloth should be first passed 
‘into the soap solution and allowed. 
to remain for about half an hour, 
0 that the soap will penetrate, it 
should then be removed, wrung 
out, and passed into the alum 
solution. After removal, the cloth 
is again wrung out, passed once or 
‘twiee through clean water, and 



































then mangled. The object is to. 
get the cloth. saturated with soap.

Cloth waterproofed with’ resin 
soap is stiffer than that proofed 
‘with alumina soap. ‘Tho resin soap 
js made by dissolving 4 Ib. of wash- 
ing soda in 1 gallon of water, and 
then boiling it with 1 1b, of finely 
powdered pale resin. ‘The soap 
solution must be added to the 
ordinary soap solution, the ‘alum 
sol remaining as before. A 
ate of alumina will be formed; 
is harder, and will take a bet- 
ter gloss than in the other process, 
Acslight traee of ultramarine added 
to the soap solution will give a 
whiter product. 

In the ofl process of waterproaf- 
ing, the fabrie is treated repeatedly. 
with oiled linseed ol, which may 
be coloured with any suitable pig- 
ment, The oil is applied very. 
Spatingly with a brush, and "the 
material hung in the open air until 
quite dry, when it is again treated 
and. dried. Three or four coa's 
are necessity.

Waterproofing Woollen Cloth— 
Mix 3 1b. alum and lb. sugar of 
lead in two gallons of rain water; 
stir up repeatedy at intervals dur- 
ing 3 hours; then allow to settle, 
and pour off the clear solution, 
immerse the cloth for 24 hours; 
‘after which let the cloth drip and 
dry, without wringing. 

‘Another method is to. dissolve 
equal parts of isinglass, alum, and 
soap in water; each to be dissolved:| 
separately, and then all well mixed 
together; brush the solution on the 
wrong side of the cloth, and drys 
afterwards brash the cloth firs 
with @ dry brosh, and then brash 
lightly with a brush dipped in rain 
water, and dry. 

‘Another process is:—boil the 
cloth in a solution of water, 
gallon; soap, 2 oz.,; glue, 4 oz. for 
several hours; afterwards — wring 
and dry; and then steop for 10 
hours in a solution of water, 1 gal-

Pres, Hoover's Address at Epoch 
Making Gathering

Washington, July 24. 

Before an assemblage of diplomats 
representing 41 leading nations of 
the world, “and his words 
audible for thousands of miles 
through the radio, President Hoover 
to-day proclaimed the Kellogg Anti- 
War Treaty in effect. 

‘The formal ceremony took place 
in the East Room of the White 
House. At a horse-shoe shaped 
table, ‘ex-President Coolidge sat at 
Mx. Hoover's tight and Mr. Kellogg 
at his, left. 

Behifd Mr. Kellogg sat Senator 
William E. Borah, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committeo; be- 
hhind Mr. Coolidge sat the present 
Secretary of State, Col. Henry L. 
Stimson.” Diplomats of the various 
rations sat along the table according 
te their regular order of precedence. 

Thirty-one Powers which had 
slready formally adhered to the 
treaty were represented at to-day 
Proclamation ceremony. 

For the first time in history there 
was an elaborate radio broadcast 
ever a network carrying the Pres. 
ident’s words to all parts of the 
United States and many other coun- 
tries, Te was believed that to-day set 
‘& precedent by which all future 
‘ceremonial events of this nature will 
be carried by radio directly into the 
hhomes the people. 


‘Only Austria Absent 

When the ceremony started, at 1 
pm. Eastern Standard Time, 
Austria was the only signatory 
power missing at the table. 

In the course of his proclamation 
address, President Hoover reviewed 
the history of the treaty and ex- 
plained its provisions, declaring that 
it “was a proposal to the conseionce 
and idealism of civilized nations. 
‘Tt suggested,” he continued, “a 
new step in international Ia, tich 
in meaning and pregnant with new 
fdeas in he conduct of world rel 
tions. It represented a platform 
from which there was an instant 
appeal to the public opinion of th 
world as to specific acts and deeds.’ 

President Hoover congratulated 
the assembly of nations which the 
treaty represented, and expressed 
the hope that every nation of the 
world would soon adhere to the pact. 
He said that Colonel Stimson had 
cabled his felicitations to M, Briand 
and the people of France. 


‘Tribate to Originators 


‘Tribute was paid to ex-Pxe- 
sident Coolidge, to Mr. Kellogg,

AND NOW 
How to Save Time Spent in 
Waiting for Calls

‘As a person who ‘valued his 
working time, this writer, during 
many years residence in Shanghai, 
nade it.a Tole to do something use- 
ful while waiting to get telephone 
numbers. Underneath the telephone 
in my private office (the instrument 
‘was attached to the wall and neces 
tated a short walk to get to it) T 
erected a fuly equipped writing 
table, at which T could always find 
some unfinished piece ot work to 
je me to (a) profitably use the 
time involved in getting my number 
‘and (6) maintain a certain standard 
of decent temper, which would not 
have been possible unless my 
thoughts had been occupied in any 
way other than that of waiting for 
the number. 
For example, I would take down 
the receiver and wait silently, with 
no expenditure of nervous energy, 
tuntil the operator had actually 
confirmed the number that I 
desired. I would then, with the 
receiver at my left ear, proceed to 
take up the threads of some statis- 
tical problem on my desk or some 
unfinished article for casual pur 
Diication, and I can assure the 
reader of the ultra-modern Shang- 
hai of To-day that I have succeeded 
many a time in doing a successful 
quarter of an hour's work before I 
heard the Voice of the person at. 
the other end to whom I wished to 
impart some information. I once. 
witnessed a duplicate of this pro- 
cedure in. the office of a London 
newspaper editor, who, waiting for! 
the number, turned quite irritatedly 
to me and blurted out, “If you are 
in a hurry in London, don’t tele 
T wonder whether any

tural niche in the organization of| 
the Shanghai Telephone Company 
of those, days, are still. alive to 
remember the distress of nine- 
tenths of those very short-tempered 
subscribers. Of course, what I 
have written is descriptive of the 
Very Ancient Days! Though I am 
given to understand that, despite 
the telephone efficiency that has 
become the vogue in many great 
‘ties all round the globe, Shang- 
hai still oceasionally suffers as we 
sed to, , 


Well, my table cost me about 
ten dollars! 


What Efficiency Means 

I also remember the telephone 
in this country when I first came 
here to live. Its efficiency astound- 
ed me. I would take the receiver 
‘and quietly ask for a number and 
‘then perhaps place the receiver 
down while I proceeded casually to 
light a cigarette; but before I had 
done so the buzzing of the instru- 
‘ment made me grab it again to get 
into touch with the man at the end 
of the wire, and I invariably burnt 
my fingers ‘with the match, No 
resident coming from the Far East 
can help marvelling at the tele 
phone service of this country. I 
recently made tho trip from San 
Francisco to New York vid a route 
which took me down into South 
America and over to Cuba, my’ 
arrival in New York being about 
seven weeks after haying left this 
coast. I was three thousand miles 
from my home, remember. Yet I 
took the telephone immediately I 
hhad cheeked in to my hotel, and 
‘within three minutes, on the 
‘Atlantic seaboard, was speaking to 
my wife on the Pacific seaboard. I 
wanted to get_my money's worth, 
and had arranged my conversation 
‘80 that there would be the minimum 
of waste. I faney that I used about 























400 words of highly condensed 


conversation, recgived a 
‘amount of less co-ordinated bi 
highly inpovtant conversation 
the other end and all for the sum 
of six dollars gold. 
‘That surely is one of the finest” 
values in the world to-day, 
‘The connection was perfect,

‘The sinking funds for these notes 
and bonds are from the following 
‘sourees:— 

Six of these funds are appro- 
‘printed from the increased revenue 
‘of the Customs. Among them the 
first and second issues of the 
Shanghai Customs 24 per¢ cent. 
Surtax Treasury Notes, were, at 
the time of issue, secured by the 
Tevenue from the 24 per cent. 
surtax collected by the Inland Tax 
Bureau of Shaftghai; and the 
Rehabilitation Short-term Bonds 
wore, at the time of issue, secured 
bythe revenue from the Kerosene 
oll tax collected by the Kerosene 
Oil Tax Bureau at Shanghai. In 
February, 1929, the Government 
altered the procedure of the collec- 
tion of taxes, and ordered the 24 
pe cent. Surtax and Kerosene Oil 
‘Tax to be collected by the Maritime 
Customs Administration, So the 
above mentioned three sinkiny 
fands have since then been made 
from the increased revenue of the 
Customs. 

Collections by the Customs 


fund is appropriated 
from the Customs surplus; and the 
eighth from the returned portion 
of the German Indemnity, as per 
tablos herewith. All these eight 
classes of sinking funds are 
collected by the Maritime Customs 








administration. Regardless of whe- 
ther the payment of interest or 
principal or both is monthly or 


semi-annual, the Board has arrang- 
ed with the Ministry of Finance to 
direct the Inspector-General of 
Customs to transfer the respective 
funds to the Board on the 25th of 
every month, and the Inspector- 
General has assured the Board by 
letter that he will do so. The sink- 
ing funds, 
regularly’’ and pune! 
ferred to the Board. 
‘The entire tobacco tax on which 












the sinking funds are secured is 
collected in two ways. A large, 
‘portion of the tax under the direc- 
tion of the Minister of Finance is 
aid’ directly to the Board by the 
British-American Tobacco Co. in 
exchange for revenue stamps, and 
the remainder is paid to the Tobacco 
Tax Bureau which then turns it 
over to the Board. The funds 
coming from these two sources 
have always been more than 
adequate for the amount required 
‘by the sinking funds. 


‘The Board’s Funds 


Sinking funds in the custody of 
the Board mainly consist of cash 
in the vaults of the Shanghai 
Bankers Association Building, 
portion being deposited with. 
designated banks. 

‘The Board publishes, once a month, 
public notice in the press giving 
the respective amounts of sinking 
funds received and paid, and also 
engages a chartered accountant to 
check up once every three months 
the amount of cash in the vaults, 
and to examine the books and 
accounts. ‘The Board then issues 
a statement of his findings in the 
press. When the principal or in- 
terest or both of a loan is about to 
fall due, the Board issues before- 
hand a public notice to that effect 
im the press. and transfers the 
funds required to the banks which 
act as paying agents.

AIR MAIL POSTAGE 
“STAMPS OF CHINA 


By Bane Winey 


‘The new issue of five stamps 
for the air mail which commenced 
service on July 8 between Shanghai 
and Nanking had for the first three 
days a phenomenal and successful 
sale, probably due more to the fact 
of a special post-mark cancellation 
being used for the first three days, 
in the novel design of an aeroplane 
propeller. ‘The postal clerks were 
exceedingly busy;* over $10,000 
worth were probably sold and 
cancelled without going through 
the normal mail. Stamps with 
this cancellation will be rare, 
Disappointment, however, was 
evident in the ' philatelie ' world, 
because the postal authorities used 
the same old design of an acro- 
plane in motion over the Great 
Wall of China. One of the seven 
wonders of the world, nevertheless 
China “has even more attractive 
‘scenes to show. The postal au 
thorities are extremely shy with 
any new designs, always following 
with the same shades and colours 
as in previous issues. This par 
ticvlar design had already beon 
isrued at Peking daring 1924, but

An experiment is being conducted 
at the Imperial University Botanical 
Garden in Koishikawa, "Japan, to 
quicken the growth of plants by' the 
application of electric rays. Dr. 
Keita Shibata, professor of the 
botanical department, and Dr. 
‘Motoji Shibusawa, professor of the 
electrical enginecring department, 
‘have been conducting the experiment 
for several years. It is reported 
that a similar experiment 
is being carried on by & 
experts in England. 
‘The Japanese scientists have so far 
sn’ successful in reducing the 
period of time for the full growth of 
plants by from 10 to 20 per cent, 
Tobacco plants and various others 
have been used as subjects for the 
experiment. ‘The experiment con- 
sists of throwing from 10,000 te 
15,000 volts of electric rays'on the 
plants in the hot-houses daily. One 
experiment is said to require at 
Teast three months. ‘The experiments 
originally inspixed by the 
Delief that the growth of various 
‘species of plants in northern regions, 
despite of the shortness of daylight 
there, might be due to the effect of 
magnetic electricity from the north 
pole.

Egg Shakes and Cocktails 


Cocktails are not the only things 
that can come out of the shaker. 
At this time the year, when appet- 
ites are inclined to flag, we might 
well resort to the customs of our 
grandmothers and take egg flips 
and shakes as pick-me-ups. They 
provide concentrated nourishment, 
and can be made very appetizing. 

Flips can be made with lemon, 
sherry, rum; champagne, ginger, or 
orange. The process is the same, 
in each case. The shaker is half 
filled with broken ice, the yolk of 
‘an egg is added, and a tea-spoonful 
of strong sugar syrup. After this 
the flavouring is added—half a 
wine glass of lemon or orange 
juice, sherry or ginger wine, half 
‘that quantity of rum, or a whole 
glass of champagne. The shaker is 
then shaken up and. down very 
vigorously for sufficient time to 
allow the contents to be well mixed. 
A dash of nutmeg can be added 
‘after tho drink has been strained 
into a glass.

Take half a pint. of 
fresh milk and put it into the 
shaker with a little castor sugar 
and two-thirds of a glass of old 
brandy and one-third of a glass of 
Jamaica rum. Add as much crack- 
fed ice as the shaker will convenient- 
ly hold, and shake vigorously. The 
drink is served in a very tall 
tumbler, with a little powdered 
cinnamon on top.—ai-r.
